What Germans Thought 
of Our Troops Before the 
Attack That Finished Them 


The German military report on the 
offensive operations of the American 
troops at St. Mihiel has come into the 
possession of the American First Army 
Corps. Here are some extracts from 
the report. The. Germans officially re- 
port that the Americans “fight to the 
last and do not put up their hands” and 
surrender. 


oe least nine American divisions 


took part under the command 

of Gen. Pershing. Of these nine 
divisions there were three—the ist, 
2d and 42d—first-class attacking di- 
visions; two, the 4th and the 26th, good 
fighting divisions which had already 
shown their work in other large attacks. 

* * * The attack was preceded by 
a four-hour artillery preparation, in ad- 
dition to a short trench mortar bom- 
bardment. The shooting of the batter- 
ies was very good, not only on the front 
trenches but also on all the communica- 
lee, - © * 6 
The initial attack was carried out ac- 
cording to schedules, but the successive 
waves showed great ineptitude in fol- 
lowing up the advance. Officers as well 
as men did not understand how to make 
use of the terrain. Instead of seeking 
protection when they encountered op- 
position they merely fell back. To crawl 
backward or forward on the ground, or 
to advance in quick jumps, does not 
seem to be understood by the Americans. 
They remain lying on the ground for the 
time being and, then just stand up again 
and try to advance. They are evident- 
ly afraid of being captured. When cap- 
ture impends, however, THEY FIGHT 
TO THE LAST AND DO NOT PUT 
UP THEIR HANDS. 

“The Americans showed themselves 
skilled in the use of machine guns. In 
defense they are very tenacious. The 
conduct of the infantry seems to show 
a lack of military training. The artil- 
lery preparation was well carried out. 
. o > 

“The leadership was unskilled and 
awkward. The enemy apparently has 
many officers at his disposal, but the 
elements of leadership are lacking. 
Their embarrassment was unmistakable 
after obtaining their initial success 
They remained helpless on their new 
line and were unable to take full advan- 
tage of their victory. The French, in 
the same position, would have been 
much more dangerous. After the in- 
fantry had reached its objective the 
higher command failed. ~ * * It 
was thetefore possible for the army de- 
tachment (the Germans), under the 
most difficult conditions, to extricate 
itself from its precarious situation in 
onenight. * * * The Americans 
are very amateurish and therefore not 
to be feared in a large attack.” 

This official German report was 
written very shortly before the Ameri- 
cans with a “large attack” tore through 
the Argonne and went to Sedan.

Dr. Hatton framed the new char- 
ter of Memphis, which the Tennes- 
see Legisitaure is expected to ratify. 
It will not be voted on bythe people 
of Memphis, ts this is not required 
under the State Constitution. Ife 
drafted the present charter of Cleve- 
land, and framed the present home 
rule provisions of the Ohio State 
Constitution, which was a part of 
the extensive program of amend- 
ments adopted in 1912.

PHEMERAL indeed is fame, if Dr. Mary 
E. Walter is soon forgotten. Less than 
two weeks ago this erratic littl woman 
was consigned to her grave in her old 
home place at Oswego, N. Y., and that 
there be no mistake tm the chronicles, let 
: it be known that she was buried as she 
ha@ lived since her girlhood @ays. Enucasing that 
m@rtal frame, from boots to neckwear, were the habili- 
ments of the male of the species homo; no garish 
robes of femininity for this protagonist, even im death 
and preperation for the tomb. Simce ber young wom- 
anhood she had elected to wear the coat and trousers 
of the masculine, not to speak of the hat and shoes 
always selected to match the other articles of raiment. 
lt was even suspected that Dr. Walker wore men's 
socks, but she removed all doubt on this score a 
few years before her death. when she told some wom- 
en at a convention that she had never abandoned stock- 
ings. And she qualified this amswer by saying that 
the half-hose were too cold, and that she wore the 
longer kind because they were more comfortable. and 
not because they were regarded as feminine [ff it had 
suited her to wear the socks, she would have defied 
custom as she had done with all other details of dress. 
Dr. Walker began her pioneer work early. Since her 
death it bas developed that even as a girl she showed 
a weakness for ‘“mannish” dress and that she did 
not wait for the Civil War and her appointment as a 
surgeon in the Union army with the grade of Lieuten- 
ant, to indulge this desire. When she went to war 
she had the right, officially granted by Congress, to 
wear men's clothes, but long before this she wore odd- 
looking creations in dress that very closely resem- 
bled coat and trousers. But they -were only imitations. 
When she went forth at the call for medica] volunteers, 
she quickly exchanged her near-male articles for the 
regulation uniform of her rank and never thtreafter 
did she get back to skirts or other womanly things. 
In fact, the remainder of her life was spent in men's 
garmentg and, this being the case, bargain sales in 
waists, dresses, cloaks, etc., and other things that ap- 
pealed to other women, received only contempt from 
this eccentric creature. Pretty creations in chiffon, 
velvets, silks and laces never caused her to stop for 
a minute to gaze in a shop window, and thereby she 
saved much time, as she was always busy; at least 
that was her invariable answer to all requests to do 
something that she did not care to do. When she was 
given a chance to make a neat income on the vaude- 
ville circuit, she gave this answer. Her time was al- 
ways bespoken far in advance of such calls. 


Like all cruises on uncharted seas, that of Dr. Walk- 
er was attended by adventure that would have tried 
the nerve of the stoutest-hearted of men; for when she 
went forth with ber message, she had the angry con- 
tempt of the women to encounter as well as the ridi- 
cule of the men, but she never paused or cried for 
quarter at any stage of her crusade. She was out to 
demand rights for women and she was wearing the 
clothes of the men. because she believed that she was 
entitled to every privilege that law and custom con- 
ferred upon her brothers of the race. The women did 
not belfeve that there was anything ledylike about her 
mesquerades and they did not stop with mere oral pro- 
test. Tt was nothing unusual tor her sisters, whem she 
would uplift to the extent of voting just like men, to 
mave faces- and say uncouth things to her on the 
streets and in public places. Some @id not step with 
these manifestations of disapproval. A woman in 
New York set a big dog loose on the little doctor, and 
she had a battle with the brute, escaping without any 
sevete injury. Her gloves were torn and the hus- 
bend of the woman who started the animal! after her, 
made it his business to find her, apologize for his wife 
and reimburse her for the damage to her property. 


Annoyances came thick and fast thereafter and con- 
tinued for years. Whenever she ventured out on the 
streets in New York and other cities, she was followed 
by crowds attracted by her incongruous makeup and 
the newspaper publicity that was so freely bestowed 
on her movements and her declarations for the rights 
of oppressed women. Small boys were her worst tor- 
mentors In her earlier years of missionary work, and 
or a number of occasions the police had to rescue ber 
from urchins, who went so far in some instances as to 
throw rotten eggs in her direction. These persecutions 
gid not deter her a particle in her personally con- 
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ducted campaign, and she 
found satisfaction in the 
contemplation that the an- 
nals of ancient and mod 
ern history were replete 
with martyrs to all great 
causes. 

One of the worst experi- 
ences she had was in Lon- 
don, where she went a year 
after the assassination of 
President Ligcoln to 
spread the light for her 
movement.

London, and subsequent developments confirmed this 
prophecy. She did stir up old London far beyénd her 
expectations. She went abroad proudly wearing the 
medal she had received from Congress for her work as 
a surgeon during the war. It did not take her long to 
discover that England was not good soil fer her propa- 
ganda, even though she did attract a record crowd in 
the great St. James’ Hall, then the largest in the 
British capital. Though she delivered her address on 
that occasion, it is even doubtful if. she heard her own 
voice that night. England is credited with originating 
the practice of “heckling” speakers and the mob that 
packed St. James’ Hall that evening was evidently 
composed of past masters in this art. An article pub- 
lished in the “All the Year Round” magazine, then 
personally directed by Charlies Dickens, the great 
English novelist, described the meeting as nothing 
short of scandal. Though he condemned the mission 
cf the speaker and her attire, he used even stronger 
language denouncing the audience that showed the 
“American lady-doctor” such a lack of attention and 
courtesy.

The 
women of the West were even less partial to her mes- 
sage than were their sisters of the Bast. Chicago 
was profoundly shocked, and some of the women there 
believed in taking drastic measures to punish another 
woman who would go abroad in men's clothes advocat- 
ing such an improper thing as voting, just like the 
men. Getting back to her home town, some of the 
young men there started a movement with a “sug- 
gestion of tar and feathers,’ but this never got be- 
yond the stage of talk. It did not frighten Dr. Walk- 
er and the chances are shé would have given a good 
account of herself, even though the attack was actu- 
ally attempted. 


She visited St. Louis a number of times, but never 
made much of an impression here. Her first visit 
was in 1876, when the Democratic national conven- 
tion was in session, nominating Samuel J. Tilden for 
President, over the shrieking protest of Tammany 
Hall, then led by the redoubtable John Kelly. She 
stopped at the Lindell, which then occupied the great- 
er part of the block at Sixth and Washington avenue, 
now the site of the Stix, Baer & Fuller department 
store. Old-time residents say she received no en- 
couragement from that convention, and the same can 
be said of her efforts with the other conventions. 
None of them wanted to take any chances with a wom- 
en's rights bill, promoted by such an oddly made-up 
champion. Later on, she took the position that wom- 
en bad the right to vote without any enabling legisla- 
tion begrudgingly conceded by men, and she quit 
wasting her time on politicians. 


She always wore a silk hat on her travels, and this 
was neatly polished at all times. Her frock coat was 
worn Closely buttoned about her slender frame, and 
her trousers were never permitted to bag at the knees 
—@ sartorial micety not always respected by those who 
have of necessity to wear them. She also had the 
regulation waistcoat, white shirts well starched and 
men's shoes. No French or Cuban heels for her. 
About the only feminism that she did not entirely 
discard had to deal with mirrors. She never could 
pass one without making a stop, and on such occa. ° 
sions she would remove her silk tile and fix her hair. 
She carried in a special pocket, imside her coat. a 
long comb which she used quite frequently. She never 
wore her hair very long since she was 17 years of age. 
At that time she sacrificed her locks with her own 
hand, as she told on many an occasion. Had this 
queer litthe woman, who so courageously pioneered a 
movement that has already been written into the laws 
cf a number of states, including her native State 
of New York, been as sensitive as are most women. 
she would have given up at the start; but she was 
possessed ef no such weakness. Four years of ex- 
perience, that tried the souls of men on the battle 
fields from Gettysburg to Manassas, had given ‘this 
wonderful woman a stamina that made her proof 
against all ordinary reproofs and setbacks. She had 
troubles and problems to surmount everywhere she 
went, and some were most trying. When she went 
on Pullman cars and essayed to use the women’s dress- 
ing rooms, she invariably started a commotion that 
called for quick intervention from conduetors and 
others of the train crews.

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- Americas Ingratitude to the Inventor 
Banished Pain From Humanity 


Dr. William T. G. Morton, whose centennial of birth in this year, discovered an- 
esthesia, yet he lost his fortune, suffered actual want and was ridiculed for 
years after he gave the world its greatest individual boon — Congress often 


appealed to, yet in vain, for recognition of his genius of of “3s 


F YOU were asked what discovery or invention 
within the past 100 years has been the greatest 
boon to humanity, what would vou say’ 
This question was loosed in a gathering of 
a dozen or more men of varied attainments 
only a short while since, and, very strange to 
Say, not one of the answers bore even remote- 
ly on the discovery of anesthesia, without which sur- 
gery would be today what it was prior to this great 
finda dread, even a horror. The replies included 
the telephone, electric light, airplane, telegraph, wire- 
less, ship turbine and the like, but no one in that 
group had any thought of what is conceded among 
surgeons and physicians generally as the real begin- 
ning of advanced surgery 

Should the same question be asked today among a 
grou; of soldier boys, just out of the military hos- 
pitals, especially those who had undergone ¢apital op- 
erations, it is very certain that the agency that made 
them insensibl®? to pain would not be overlooked. Nor 
would any man or woman just out of the hospital and 
Waxing strong again, following an operation for ap 
pendicitis, slight the wonderful discovery of William 
T G. Morton, the Boston surgeon-dentist, of Oct. 16, 
1846. They might not readily recall the name of the 
genius who conferred this lasting benefit on suffering 
mankind, but they would have reason to be mindful of 
the efficacy of the discovery. 

Anesthesia will be the subject of much oratory in 
professional circles and it will be frequently called to 
the attention of the laymen during the next five or six 
months, as this year will witness the 100th anniversary 
of the birth of its discoverer— Aug. 19, 1819. Science 
will be heard from and fresh wreaths of laurel will be 
laid on the grave of the Boston doctor-dentist who 
made this greatest contribution to surgerv’s progress. 
since the time of those ancient fathers of the profes- 
sion Aesculapius and Hippocrates. But it is doubtful 
if reparation can thus be made to the memory of Dr. 
Morton, for the treatment accorded him, following his 
discovery 

Many great inventors have suffered privations and 
received ill-reward for their services to their fellow 
men. but few indeed were called upon to submit to 
such ‘flings and arrows of outrageous fortune’ as 
were sent in the direction of the immortal who ban 
ished pain and even torture from the operating table 
of the hospital and the battlefield Instead of being 
acclaimed as the great contributor to science and 
meres he was stripped of his means and driven almost 
to want. when death ended his worries at the age of 
48 vears, following a stroke of apoplex) 


The history of his years following a successful dem- 
onstration in the Massachusetts General Hospital of 
his ether and air combination is a very sad story. As 
in other instances of glaring ingratitude, Morton was 
appreciated after his death, as monuments in Boston 
and elsewhere bear mute testimony; but it was not 
given to him to enjoy during his life any of the bene- 
fits of the victory. On the contrary, it looked like a 
course of persecution was marked out for him almost 
from the minute that his formulae was announced. 


Oct. 16, 1846, witnessed the successful test of the 
Morton contribution to painless surgery, and the date 
was duly carved on the wall of the operating room of 
the Massachusetts General. Hospital, where the scene 
o° its triumph was witnessed by a notable gathering 
o; surgeons, dentists and medical students. Most 
a them. as the historians relate, went there to laugh 
a’ the expense of Dr. Morton, even to jeer; but they 
left with their words of ridicule unsaid. They were 
stunned with the scene that had been enacted before 
their very eyes in the vaulted dome of the gloomy old 
hospital, that had witnessed so many operations far 
removed from the “painless” classification. The first 
professional demonstration of the Morton etherized 
formulae was set for 10 o'clock that morning, and the 
profession Was invited to come and behold It is 
needless to add that the profession was well repre- 
sented, but at the appointed hour the discoverer was 
not. He nad been detained elsewhere, getting his tubes 
and other apparatus in shape, and it was more than 
*) minutes after the appointed time that he rushed 
in. with face flushed from his hurried effort. He was 
just in time, as Dr. Warren, then the chief surgeon of 
the general clinic, had just remarked, with a sugges- 
tion of a smile, that Dr. Morton was probably en- 
gazed elsewhere. 

The patient, a man with a deep-rooted tumor in his 
neck, was on a cot in the amphitheater, waiting. He 
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had been talking to another man who had gone 
through a private test and he had no fear of the con- 
sequences. He had far more confidence in the Morton 
discovery than any of the professional! notables in that 
historic group whose privilege it was to attend at 
the birth of this wonderful method of opening the 
widest avenues for surgery’s progress. When Morton 
entered he quietly asked Dr. Warren if his patient wa 
ready, and on receiving 
an affirmative answer, 
said: “So am I.” 

The ether was then 
applied and in _ four 
minutes the patient was 
completely under the 
influence of the drug. 
At a signal Dr. Warren 
stepped up with scalp- 
el in hand and made 
the opening incision in 
the patient's neck. This 
without a murmur from 
the man on the table, 
and when it was com- 
pleted and the tumor 
held aloft for the in- 
spection of the wit- 
nesses, he still slept al- 
most as a child. All the 
time during the opera- 
tion, which consumed 
some 10 minutes, the 
anesthetist stood at the 
side of the table watch- 
ing the patient's heart 
and applying the ether 
as it Was needed. At 
the end, Morton awak- 
ened the sleeper grad- 
ually and then looked 
with the expression of 
a congueror at the 
learned men who had come to scoff 

Probably at no time in his 48 years did Dr. Morton 
ever feel happier than he did when the eminent Dr. 
Warren looked in the direction of the assembled spec- 
tators and announced in a hushed tone: “Gentlemen, 
this is no humbug.’ The doctors and students, for- 
getful of other appointments, could hardly detach 
themselves from the scene. They remained until it 
was safe to talk to the patient, and on receiving his 
solemn assurance that he felt no pain whatever during 
thie operation, left the place still bewildered. 


These professional men, the foremost of Boston, were 
accustomed to entirely different scenes in that same 
amphitheater. It had been the rule there for other 
forces to assist at the operating table, instead of an 
anesthetist with a sponge cap and ether bottle. These 
same scalpel operators were accustomed to having the 
aid of burley men and even ropes and cords to hold 
down their tortured ‘victims during such ministrations. 
Time and again they had seen delicate littl women 
laid on that same table with their arms and feet tied, 
and strong-armed medical students standing by, ready 
to pounce upon them when they shrieked their agony 
and tried to roll from the place of torture. The op- 
erating room was removed from the other sections 


of the hospital chiefly on account of the loud cries | 


that always emanated therefrom, every time an opera- 
tion was performed. The contrast between the ac- 
cepted manner of operating and the amazing reform 
opened by the Morton test, filled these professional 
men with reflective material. They had, in their day, 
seen other pain-destroying methods attempted, with 
very little practical good. They had seen sufferers 
filled with whisky, morphine, and had even smiled at 
the efforts of would-be Svengali’s to work the arts of 
hypnotism, to make the sufferers insensible to the 
pain incident to the use of the scalpel and the needle. 


Naturally, the announcement of the discovery cre- 
ated a profound impression all over the world, though 
it took much longer in 1846 to disseminate intelligence 
than is required today. Outside of Boston, the news 
was at first given little credence, and then, as the na- 
ture of the discovery became known, others came for- 
ward to deprive Dr. Morton of the credit of his dis- 
covery. Following the successful test on the tumer- 
ous patient Dr. Warren issued an address to the pro- 
fession which, on account of his exalted rank, was 
generally credited. He said: 


Dr. William T. G. Morton. 


“A new era has opened to 
the operating surgeon. His 
visitations on the most delt- 
cate parts are performed not 
only without agonizing 
screams he has been accus- 
tomed to hear, but sometimes 
‘na estate of perfect insensl- 
bility and occasionally even 
with an expression of pleasure 
on the part of the patient. 
Who wouuld have imagined 
that drawing a knife over the 
delicate skin of the face might 
produce a sensation of un- 
mixed delight’? That the turn- 
ing and twisting of instru- 
ments in the most sensitive 
bladder might be accompanied 
by a delightful dream? That 
the contorting of anchoylosed 
joints should coexist with a 
celestial vision? And with what fresh vigor does the 
living surgeon, who is ready to resign the scalpel, 
grasp it and wish again to go through his career under 
new auspices!” 

Dr. Morton got a patent of some kind on his discov- 
ery and went ahead bringing it to a higher state of 
perfection. He was only 27 years of age when he made 
his first successful mixture, but he had a large dental 
practice already established, in Tremont Row. He 
a'so had a wife and a pretty. home at Wellesley, then 
called West Needham, some 20 miles from Boston. His 
dental business was growing fast and was estimated 
to be worth $20,000 per vear;: but this glittering pros- 
pect held no fascination for this young scientist. In 
addition to dentistry he had taken a course in medi- 
cine and was far advanced in chemistry and labora- 
tory work, into which he plunged with a burning en- 
thusiasm. His beantiful young wife, whom he had 
married only two years before his discovery, aided 
him in every possible way and gave him all the lati- 
tude he needed. This meant that she would have to 
be neglected, but she never registered a complaint... She 
also saw the family purse growing thinner all the 
time, for he was spending his capital without any in- 
come to offset the outlay. He gave his secret first to 
the Government, for application in the Mexican War, 
and showed a disposition to deal out his knowledge 
and gkill with a generous hand. Then he had profes- 
sterial © por ay ee rival claimants to the pri- 
ority Giec6very to Sontend with:—gnad these annoy- 
ances<@ith the bitter disappointments that came thick 
and fast, wrecked his health and brought him almost 
to actual need. He spent in all close to $200,000 and 
received practically nothing for his marvelous discov- 
ery. He had repeatedly sought relief from Congress 
for the widespread use of his anesthetic, in both the 
Mexican and the Civil Wars, and though the commit- 
tees always conceded him the right of discovery and 
recommended relief, he never received a penny. His 
bills were approved, but they never reached the cash- 
ing stage in the Treasury Department. 


In the words of his son, Dr. William James Morton, 
the discovery, while a boon to the world, was a tragedy 
to the author and his family. While trying to get 
recognition from Congress, covering a period of more 
than a dozen years, his means entirely vanished and 
executions and writs began to come from al! directions, 
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not satisfy the objecting women. Another time 
she was violently ejected when ashe tried to step within 
the women's dressing room in the Capitol at Wash- 
inaton. by a broad-fisted guard, who acted for a 
while like he was going to give her even worse treat- 
ment. The guard was thoroughly amazed when he 
discovered iater that he had brutally manhandled a 
woman. 

She was never much of a favorite with the women 
who directed the suffrage work. When they began, 
they were subjected to ridicule and were often asked 
by their auditors if they wanted to “put on the 
pants” They were afraid that if they did take up 
Dr. Walker, they would be confronted with even more 
derision, as this bustling littl woman did “wear the 
pants, and wanted the world to know it. Such lead- 
ers as Susan B. Anthony oppoeed her on the ground 
that the whole movement would be suffocated under 
ar avalanche of ridicule, if Dr. Walker was taken into 
the fold, “breeches” and all When she went to a 
suffrage convention in New York on one occasion, she 
was actually refused admission. Then she had cir- 
culars printed warning people not to- subscribe money 
to the cause, as the women could vote without the 
enactment of laws, if they would only assert their 
rights. Still, she never succeeded in getting her bal- 
lot counted in any of her own attempts. 

One of the last conventions she attended was the

HEN Mrs. Minnie Grinstead, the 
first and only woman legislator 
Kansas ever had, went to Topeka, 
Capital city, to enter the House of 
Representatives as a law maker, she 
took her happy home with her— 
not only the household furniture

Hubby, by the way, is Judge V. H. Grinstead, who, to 
use his own words, has been ‘accused of being:a law- 
ver,” at Liberal, Kan. 

from the very first Representative Grinstead ap-

Every time she stopped for a 
few minutes to talk to some farmer and explain to 
him why she should sit in the “seats of the mighty” 
she whipped out a half-finished pair of socks and knit 
as fast as she talked.

He saw his aged parents put out of their cottage and 
all his dental business taken over by others.

This was in 1857 and friends decided it was high

Shortly before 
this. the Massachusetts General Hospital of Boston 
sent bim a casket containing $1000.

One of the claimants for the dis- 
tinction of making the discovery was a Dr. Jackson, 
a rival dentist of Boston, but who received little en- 
couragement from the professional men of that city. 
He, however, pushed his assertion&§ and it was to 
meet some of his claims that Dr. Morton went to New 
York just preceding his sudden death, July 15, 1868. 
The name, “anesthesia,” was given to the etherized dis 
covery by Oliver Wendell Holmes, in 1846, just a month 
after the first public test. 

Dr. Morton's death came quickly following a stroke 
he received in New York while riding in a convey- 
with his wife. He died that night in one of the 
bospitals, attended by the faithful wife, who suffered 
in common with him throughout the long ordeal, fol- 
lowing his great service to humanity. As he passed 
avay the physician at his bedside said to some stu- 
dents who had been summoned: “There lies a man 
who has done more for surgery and suffering humanity 
than any man who ever lived.’

It was used largely there 
in cases of child birth and this was made the subject 
of an organized movement by Queen Victoria. who was 
placed under the influence of ether at the birth of one 
of ber children.

FEW days before Nat C. Goodwin died at the 

Hotel Claridge he was asked by the New York 

World to write an article on “Why I Never 

Played Hamlet.” The following article, which 
1s probably the last the famous actor ever wrote, is 
peculiarly interesting, not only because of his sudden 
death, but because of the unusual populority of the 
“Hamlet” revivals this winter:

N actor may be sick unto death, he may be 
in jail awaiting trial on a murder 
charge, he may even be preparing to 
get married, but he is in no serious 
trouble unless he plays Hamlet. 

And that’s why I never played the 
Melancholy Dane. I've played in “Ham-

many, Many years ago. But throughout my career 
I've avoided the role of Hamlet like the plague. 

For I have never believed in trying my public to that 
extent. And while I may have human frailties, | 
guess the public will have to trust to their imagina- 
tion as to my style of Hamlet, for I'd hate to think of 
imposing on them now. I do think I could have given 
them a pretty fair Hamlet before I became so robust. 
But in my opinion the best-suited actor to give Ham- 
let today is—Louis Mann. 

You've got to have a keen sense of humor to get the 
full value out of tragedy. Louis Mann has the sense 
o* humor and the best physical attributes. If you 
don't believe me, ask him. I’ve seen Hamlets come 
and go, and I only saw two good ones—Henry Irving 
and Edwin Booth. Spare me from those Hamlets such 
as Sir Forbes Robertson gives us, not to mention the 
late Sir Beerbohm Tree. If I ever did make up my 
mind to play Hamlet I would give the part some study 
and at least an intelligent portrayal, I think. It would 
be my idea of Hamlet; and if the audiences could not 
picture him as a rotund figure such as mine, they 
would at least have an idea of what Hamlet might 
have been, hadn't worry over revenge kept him thin 
and gaunt. 

When I did seriously try Shakspeare—I played 
Shylock several seasons ago—three of the best-known 
journalists of the country treated the production edi- 
torially. I made Shylock a dignified, arrogant Jew, not 
the cringing, fawning person we are accustomed to 
seeing on the stage. And I claim I had as much right 
to my conception of Shylock as anyone has to theirs. 
Shylock was a successful man, and did you ever see 
one of his race cringe and fawn after he had amassed 
a fortune? He might be the most subservient crea- 
ture alive while he was gaining his ends, but once 
he had become financially independent, can you pic- 
ture a man of Shvylock’s standing always cringing as 
he is made to do by other actors who have played the 
part in our time. So I was not joking when I said

speciaHsts apply efficiency methods to the old-time

“We hope to build up the co-operation of employers 
iv a realizing sense of what.our service would mean 
to them,” Mrs. Hecker said.

They are unhappy in their 
work and fail to give satisfaction to their employers. 

“Many little girls who have not finished the gram- 
mat school take a brief course af a business college and 
then wonder why they are unable to get bevond the 
$i or $8-a-week wage. It is often extremely difficult 
to persuade them that they would be happier and infi- 
nitely more useful in industry later on if they re- 
turned to school to perfect their educational back-

But, honestly and truly, 
when [| think it ov see no other reason for 
never having tried Hamlet except the successive tri- 
umphs of the plays I did put on, and later on when 
[ had failures, I was satisfied with the disasters. An 
assured failure with “Hamlet” did not tempt me. 

You might infer that it is hunger and lack of other 
success that drives actors to Hamlet, but that wouldn't 
be fair to Hamlet. After all, we must show him some 
respect, just as we reverence the Catechism—it’s good 
exercise for the brain. And still most of the old prints 
of actors seen dodging vegetables, as I think it over, 
almost every one of the profession picture in that 
time-honored custom of dodging articles thrown by dis- 
gruntled patrons of the theater, is garbed as Hamlet. 
You may draw your own conclusions. Is it a ruse 
tu attract the staff of life—or is it an affliction, this 
consuming desire to portray Hamlet? 

There's still another reason why I never 
Hamlet. You recall that old expression, “Give a dog 
a bad name"? Well, I became identified with comedy 
almost at the start of my career. The public expect- 
ed me to make them laugh. If I had announced “Julius 
Caesar,’ | suppose they'd have expected me to tickle 
Caesar to death, or in “Hamlet” to turn the laugh on 
the old King. But they can laugh, for when I! did 
give the public Shakspeare I gave them a carefully 
studied portrayal of Shylock. It was well received in 
places, but certain of the critics who knew me well— 
too well, in fact—they had become so accustomed to 
me in comedy that they could not, in their wildest 
dreams, imagine me doing anything else; these same 
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impossible, we try to persuade them to take up some 
form of housework or enter the well-conducted factory, 
where they would be paid a living wage while learning 
a particular process. 

“We believe that the establishment of a trade school 
for girls in St. Louis would be most helpful in giving 
them a definite and systematic training for work be- 
fore“ venturing into industry. 

“The fundamental policy of the United States Employ- 
ment Service in 1919 must be intensive development. 
Last year was devoted largely to experiment and ex- 
pansion. A new and greafer pressure exists to give a 
better employment service than can be found elsewhere. 

“Our examiners must know intimately the employers’ 
needs and likes; job requirements by frequent visits 
to the plant, and be acquainted with the applicant's 
skill beyond question of mistake. We must also know 
where to find other applicants surely and quickly as 
the need arises. We must know that workers are 
placed, or if not, why not. We must grasp and fully 
understand the industrial situation in this community, 
for this is our work and our field. Speed, accuracy, 
knowledge and vision are the requirements of the Gov- 
ernment service. 

“This service should not be regarded solely as a free 
employment agency, but as a civic industrial center of 
the community. The service was designed to stand in 
the same relation to all industry as the public school 
does to education. A few authentic figures will give 
an idea of the conditions that confront us 
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“Hamlet as he might have been if worry hadn't kept him thin.” 


they panned me good and proper. It was what I ex- 
pected. They say what you least expect is what you 
are sure to get. But between Shakspeare and myself 
I proved the exception. to the rule. I got exactly’ what 
I expected, and received it good and proper. The 
strange part of it was that in anticipation of this very 
thing I had some very good friends in the sporting de- 
partment of the papers for which these critics wrote 
and I knew positively a couple of the reviews were 
written by these critics and set in type before the 
writers attended my performance. They knew me so 
well they knew exactly what I was going to do to the 
ancient ‘“‘Merchant of Venice.’ Those critics are gone 
now, so I am not treading on anybody's toes, but it 
shows the attitude of my friends as well as the public 

But, frankly and honestly, I think it was success and 
prosperity alone that kept me away from Shakspeare, 
and Hamlet in particular, for I had a pretty well de- 
fined idea of Hamlet. I pictured Hamlet a very bright 
young man, and most of actors who have triéd the 
play paint him like one of these glooms you see chas- 
ing in droves in some of the Sunday comic sections. 
They drop all intelligence out of the part for the sake 
of making him a mild grouch. They look so woebe- 
gene you want to laugh, if you know them personally. 
Judging the present generation of royalty and upper 
classes, the men go in for mourning very mildly, and 
I picture grief in Hamlet's day as about the same as 
now, with different surroundings. Add a little com- 
mon sense to a deep grief and you must smile at some 
of the Hamlets we have had and will continue to get. 
I didn't play Hamlet when I could have done so, ani 
I'm rather sorry—lI've taken every other sort of chance. 


United States are between the ages of 16 and 21, ac- 
cording to the census of 1910.
